Crop Service report for the week ending 
last night: 


The average temperature for the week 


was slightly lower than the week pre- 
vious, especially over the Kouthwestern 
counties, and from six degrees to eight 
degrees below the average for the same 
week last year. The nights wer<3 gener- 
ally quite cool, but EC frost 
was 
re- 
ported. 


A few very light local showers oc- 


curred during the week, but no rain of 
a general character, 
Later reports con- 


cerning the rains of the 9th and lOt 
show that they were local in charade 
and that many sections of the state hav 
I'ecejved no rain at all for several week 
A few localities along the western borde 
of the state report an ample raintal 
Mr. J. C. Enston of La Crosse state 
that, "The heavy downpour of rain o 
the 9th put all crops in first class con 
dition, and the promise for record 
breaking crop . was never better at th 
season of tho year." In the interior o 
the state, wheie the rsias of last wee 
amounted to nearly one inch, the soil i 
again becoming dry and more rain 
needed. Taking the state as a .wholi 
the present crop condition is not en 
couraging, the drought having seriousl 
affected spring grain, pastures and hai 
and delayed tbe germination of lat 
plantings of corn, 


The r>jght temperatures have been to 


low for corn to make rapid progress 
The early plantings, however, continu 
to mako satisfactory growth, and th 
fields are generally clear of weeds. Earl 
planted corn has not as yet' suffere 
greatly from the drought, except on up 
land scil, but much late planting ond re 
planting failed to generate, on accoun 
of dry weather. 


The growth of winter wheat and ry 


has been seriously retarded by

drought, and there will be considerabl 
loss in harvesting, on account of the ex- 
tremely short growth of straw.

Prices of entrance in each of the en- 
•eeintes (inclosures) ol the exhibition— 
i. e., at Paris and Vincennes—are as 
follows: 


In the morning, before 10 o'clock, 


•±wo tickets; between 10 and G o'clock, 
one ticket; after C. in the afternoon, 
•two tickets, except Sundays and holi- 
•days, when the admission will be one 
-ticket. It will be seen that by entering 
•the exhibition after 10 one ticket is 
good until 0. Entrance tickets can be 
bought nt from 11 to 13 cents outside 
ithe exhibition. 


Strangers are advised to devote the

Tung Fah Siang 
and Tung Ching attacked the legations 
and set on fire five European build- 
ings. Nothing definite is known as to 
the result, except that the Chinese 
were disappointed, although other re- 
ports, utterly discredited by foreign- 
ers here, are that the Chinese, in- 
furiated by the destruction of Taku, 
liave since massacred all the foreign- 
ers in Pekiu." 


A modified version of these rumors 


received at Berlin is that the French 
as well as the-German minister has 


• been killed. The English at Shanghai 


think that the Chinese had forei&n ad- 
vice in organizing the defenses at 
Taku, because of the precision with 
which their attack was delivered. 


The wires connecting with the har- 


bor mines were cut by the boats of 
the warships the night before the bom- 
bardment.
